Claim 17 (Currently Amended): A call originating method applied to a mobile 
communication terminal, comprising: 

receiving a table downloaded from a server storing a table containing t e l e phon e 
numbers of r e sp e ctiv e e m e rg e ncy contact points for us e in r e sp e ctiv e r e gions, location 
information items corr e sponding to th e r e sp e ctive emergency contact points, and emergency 
t e lephon e numb e rs for us e in th e us e r's moth e rland and corr e sponding to th e r e sp e ctive 
e m e rg e ncy contact points an emergency telephone number for use in a user's motherland, a 
plurality of additional emergency telephone numbers for use in regions other than said user's 
motherland and which functionally correspond to said emergency telephone number for use 
in a user's motherland, and respective location information identifying the region where each 
of said plurality of additional emergency telephone numbers is in use ; 

storing the table in a first memory; 

specifying a terminal's present location coordinate; 

inputting said emergency telephone number for use in a user's motherlanda a 
emergency t e l e phone number in th e us e r's moth e rland ; 

retrieving from the stored table stored, a t e l e phone numb e r of on e of th e em e rgency 
contact points whos e corresponding e m e rgency t e lephon e numb e r for use in the user's 
moth e rland is th e same as the em e rgency telephon e numb e r inputt e d and one of said plurality 
of additional emergency telephone numbers whose corresponding location information item 
is n e ar e st to designates a region including the terminal's present location coordinate and 
whose functionality corresponds to the inputted emergency telephone number ; and 
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calling the retrieved telephone number. 

Claim 18 (Previously Presented): The method according to claim 17, further 
comprising: 

storing in a second memory device a plurality of connection information items 
corresponding to respective servers and the servers' respective location information items; 

retrieving, from the second memory, a connection information item corresponding to 
one of the servers whose corresponding location information item is nearest to the terminal's 
present location coordinate; 

connecting to said one of the servers using the retrieved connection information item, 
for the purpose of receiving the table. 

Claim 19 (Currently Amended): A mobile communication terminal comprising: 
means for receiving a table downloaded from a server containing an emergency 
telephone number for use in a user's motherland, a plurality of additional emergency 
telephone numbers for use in regions other than said user's motherland and which 
functionally correspond to said emergency telephone number for use in a user's motherland, 
and respective location information identifying the region where each of said plurality of 
additional emergency telephone numbers is in use which stores tho table, tho table containing 
telephone numbers of resp e ctiv e e m e rg e ncy contact points which are for use in respective 
r e gions, location information items corresponding to the resp e ctiv e e mergency contact points, 
and e m e rg e ncy telephon e numb e rs which ar e for us e in th e us e r's motherland and which 
corr e spond to tho r e sp e ctiv e e m e rg e ncy contact points ; 
a memory to store the received table; 

means for specifying a terminal's present location coordinate; 
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means for inputting said emergency telephone number for use in a user's motherland a 
e m e rg e ncy t e l e phon e numb e r in th e user's motherland ; 

means for retrievin g from the stored table one of said plurality of additional 
emergency telephone numbers whose corresponding location information designates a region 
including the terminal's present location coordinate and whose functionality corresponds to 
the inputted emergency telephone numbe r , from th e tabl e stored, a telephone number of one 
of the emergency contact points whos e corresponding em e rg e ncy t e l e phon e numb e r for us e 
in th e us e r's moth e rland is e qual to th e e m e rgency telephone numb e r inputt e d and whos e 
corr e sponding location information item is n e ar e st to th e t e rminal's pr e s e nt location 
coordinate ; and 

means for calling the retrieved e m e rg e ncy telephone number. 

Claim 20 (Previously Presented): The mobile communication terminal according to 
claim 19, further comprising: 

a second memory to store a plurality of connection information items corresponding 
to respective servers and the servers' respective location information items; 

means for retrieving, from the second memory, a connection information item 
corresponding to one of the servers whose corresponding location information item is nearest 
to the terminal's present location coordinate; and 

means for connecting to said one of the servers using the retrieved connection 
information item, for the purpose of receiving the table. 

Claim 21 (Currently Amended): A call originating method applied to a mobile 
communication terminal communicating with one of a plurality of servers using a connection 
information item corresponding to the one of the servers, each of the servers being provided 
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to one of a plurality of regions and storing a latest-table containing an emergency telephone 
number for use in a user's motherland, a plurality of additional emergency telephone numbers 
for use in regions other than said user's motherland and which functionally correspond to said 
emergency telephone number for use in a user's motherland, and respective location 
information identifying the region where each of said plurality of additional emergency 
telephone numbers is in use containing emerg e ncy t e l e phone numb e rs which ar e for us e in the 
on e of th e r e gions and corr e spond to r e spectiv e e m e rg e ncy t e l e phone numb e rs which are for 
us e in th e us e r's moth e rland , the method comprising: 

storing in a first memory a plurality of connection information items corresponding to 
respective servers and the servers' respective location information it e ms corr e sponding to 
r e sp e ctiv e connection information item s; 

specifying a terminal's present location coordinate; 

selecting one of the servers, whose location information it e m is closest to the 
terminal's present location coordinate, based on the location information items-stored in the 
first memory; 

requesting a selected server to download th e lat e st an updated table using one of the 
connection information items stored in the first memor y, th e on e of th e conn e ction 
information items corresponding to the selected server; 

storing in a second memory the latest -updated table downloaded from the selected 

server; 

d e signatingon e of inputting the emergency telephone numbers which is for use in the 
auser's motherland; 

retrieving, from the latest -updated table stored in the second memor y, on e of the 
e merg e ncy telephon e numb e rs which corresponds to tho designat e d one of th e e mergency 
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tolophono numbers one of said plurality of additional emergency telephone numbers whose 
functionality corresponds to the inputted emergency telephone number ; and 
calling the retrieved e m e rg e ncy telephone numbers. 

Claim 22 (Currently Amended): A mobile communication terminal configured to 
communicate with one of a plurality of servers using a connection information item 
corresponding to the one of the servers, each of the servers being provided to one of a 
plurality of regions and storing a latest table containing e m e rg e ncy t e l e phon e numb e rs which 
ar e for use in the on e of the r e gions and correspond to respective emerg e ncy t e l e phon e 
numb e rs for use in th e us e r's moth e rland emergencv telephone numbers for use in user's 
motherland, telephone numbers which are for use in the one of the regions and correspond to 
respective emergency telephone numbers , the mobile communication terminal comprising: 

a first memory configured to store a plurality of connection information items 
corresponding to respective servers and the servers' respective location information items 
corresponding to respective connection information items; 

means for specifying a terminal's present location coordinate; 

means for selecting one of the servers, whose location information item is closest to 
the terminal's present location coordinate, based on the location information items stored in 
the first memory; 

means for requesting a selected server to download the latest table using one of the 
connection information items stored in the first memory, the one of the connection 
information items corresponding to the selected server; 

a second memory for storing the latest table downloaded from the selected server; - 
means for d e signating inputting one of the emergency telephone numbers which is for 
us e in th e us e r's motherland ; 
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means for retrieving, from the latest table stored in the second memor y, on e of th e 
e m e rg e ncy t e l e phon e numb e rs which is for use in the on e of tho regions and corr e sponds to 
th e on e of th e d e signat e d e m e rg e ncy t e l e phone numbers d e signat e d a telephone number of 
one of the telephone numbers which corresponds to the inputted emergency telephone 
number, to obtain the retrieved telephone number to be called instead of the emergency 
telephone number inputted ; 

means for calling the retrieved on e of th e e m e rg e ncy telephone numbers. 
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
